Tom Cribb's Last Public Appearance 
On Nov 1 1846, just seventy-seven years ago today, Tom Cribb 


made h ast public appearance at a benefit given for him at the 
Westminster Bathe in London, when the Pugliistic Association res- 
ponded liberally and raised a handsome sum for the old champion. 
Cribb retired from the ring undefeated, leaving the title to his 
protege, Tom Spring, and settled down in business as a tavern 
keeper in London His house was long famous among the sport- 
ing gentry, and a dramatic production called ‘Tom Cribb’s Parlor’ 
has been produced thousands of times both in England and America 
Cribb was too open handed for his own good, and at the time of the 
benefit in 1840 he was in dire straits After that he spent his re- 
maining years at the home of his son, where he was frequently 
visited by Tom Spring and other friends. Cribb died in 1848, 
Shortly before he breathed his last the old gladiator sat up in bed, 
and struck out right and left “There is the action,” he muttered 
“but the steam has gone.’ There have been many greater pugilists 
than Tom Cribb, but few more highly honored, and his tomb, sur-

RAILWAY BOARD 
REFUSES CLAIM 
FOR SUSPENS:!ON 


|Recently Raised Rates on Western 


Lines Are Confirmed 
Despite Protest. 


Ottawa, Nov. 10-—The railway board 
today handed out a judgment refusing 
the request of the Winnipeg, Regina, 
Calgary and Moose Jaw boards of 
trade and the Canadian Manufactur- 
Association that certain all-rail 
traffic rates between Eastern and Wes- 
tern Canada, recentiy inaugurated by 
the railways, should be suspended, 
The board finds that “the rates may 
be permitted to continue,” 

The position taken by the boards of 


trade Was that the increases proposed 
should be justified both from a cost 
and from a necessity basis the 
plea that a water competitive condi- 


tion created a special set of circum- 
stances, the boards of trade in general 
rejoined that the same conditions, as 
to justification, arose here as in re- 
gards to rates where water competi- 
tion Was not pleaded. 

The judgment concludes: The board 
has laid down the position that rates 
reduced to meet water competition 


|may be brought up more closely to the 


normal level when the water competl- 
tion becomes less effective.”
